Franklin, Mass., Jan. 10—Hon. Joseph 


G. xtay has received 
a letter frorr 


Senator Hoar in response to a request 
of an expression from him as to what 
the United States should da in the 
matter of holding the Philippinea. The 
letter follows: 


"My Dear Sir:—I have your letter of 


December 27, in which you ask what I 
should recommend doing: with 
the 


Philippine islands now that we have 
them in our possession. In the first 
place we have not got them in our 
possession, and in order to get them 
Into our possession, as I understand it, 
we have got to subdue the inhabitants. 
tVe have driven the Spanish army from 
one port in a single island out of 1200. 
where they were already hemmed in 
by insurgents. We possess that port 
and one or two similar places. "We 
have under our control a population 
of perhaps 100,000 or 125,000 persona 
out of 10,000,000 or 12,000,000. 


"If we get possession Of the Philip- 


pine islands it will be by somewhat 
remarkable 
prowess for a republic 


founded on the declaration of inde- 
pendence that governments rest on the 
consent of the governed—by conquer- 
ing them for their good, a process 
which must be supported, if supported 
at all, by the same logic by which our 
slave holding brethren and fathers 
usedto hold slaves for their good. 


"What would I do with them is ex- 


actly this: I would offer the insurgent 
leaders, who seem to be the strongest 
parties in these islands, our aid In 
establishing Buch form of settled gov- 
ernment as they desire and leave them 
sufficient military force to restore or- 
der. I would compel a renunciation of 
sovereignty there by Spain as we have 
in the case of Cuba, and then, after 
the government is fairly up, I would 
leave the islands to care for them- 
selves. I suppose there may be a good 
deal of turbulence and disorder, as 
there was in the case of the republics 
of South America, including Mexico, 
after 
they were emancipated 
from 


Spain and Portugal, but I think :n 
course of time a permanent, settled 
government will be evolved. 


"If it were necessary I would have 


an 
understanding with 
the 
great 


powers of the world that we would all 
join in promoting and guaranteeing 
such result. I would have Spain un- 
derstand we should 
not 
permit a 


breach of the treaty renouncing sov- 
ereignty. I agree very much with 
Abraham Lincoln when he said God 
never made one man good enough to 
own another, and I think, also, what 
I am sure he would have said if he had 
been asked about it, that God never 
made one nation good enough to own 
another.

He Is of opinion that the in- 
surgents have been so long imposed upon 
that they are naturally suspicious and 
fear the worst if they surrender their 
•tronghold into th« hands of the United 
States.

Their 
astonishment was unbounded when they 
learned he did not know them, but they 
took great care he should loarn all about 
who they were and their wealth aud im- 
portance. The chairman had prepared a 
speech, but some way, talking up to the 
president, who towered above them like a 
giant, it did not sound as flowery and 
grand aa w ben ba had rehearsed it to his 
colleagues at the breakfast table. 


Mr. Lincoln listened to them gravely, 


seriously, attentively. When tho chairman 
bad finished and the others had put in the 
weight of their words, he said: 


"Well, now, gentlemen, I'll tell you 


what I would do were I in your place. If 
I were as rich as you say you are and half 
as scared ns you to all appearances are, I 
would go back to New York and fortify 
the harbor niyseif."—New York Tele- 
gram. 


RECKLESS HORSEMANSHIP. 


In- uv*>ro OALLC.U HIM MIKE, 


Italian Cavalryxaen Wonderfully Ex- 


pert In During Riding:. 


Although the Italians as a nation are 


rather indifferent horsemen, the cavalry 
of the Italian army has during the last 
few years cultivated the art of riding 
horseback to a much greater extent thaii 
heretofore. The improvement was mainly 
brought about by the creation of tho high 
school of equitncion for officers of tho 
army at Tor di Quinto. This institute has 
achieved remarkable results. Of course it 
is a model riding school, as only such offi- 
cers of the army who are already good 
riders are allowed to enter. The number 
is also limited to one officer from each regi- 
ment, and in return for his instruction an 
officer having passed through the course 
is compelled to serve as regimental riding 
master for one year. In this way a certain 
number of exceedingly efficient instructors 
are secured for the Italian army, and, as a 
matter of fact, the efficiency of tho mount- 
ed soldiery has considerably increased 
within the last few years. 


It is a well known specialty of the 


school at Tor di Quinto to train men and 
horses for work in very difficult territory. 
They make horses cliiub steep slopes, and, 
what is much more important in case of 
war, let them slide down almost vertical 
hillsides or embankments and similar dar- 
ing feats. 
One would certainly question 


tho wisdom of submitting both man and 
beast to the chances of danger to life and 
limb that evidently must be incurred 
when sliding down such a steep and long 
incline, the weight of the rider being add- 
ed to that of the animal. In is little short 
of a miracle that the horse cornea down 
safe, but yet this miracle is carefully prac- 
ticed almost every day at Tor di Quinto 
end the sliding down act performed by 
any of the officers there without its ever 
having happened that either man or horse 
was hurt.—Philadelphia Times.

THE SURPRISE PENHOLDER. 


Something a Man Ought to Be Able 


to Iveep on His Desk. 


There is a very clavor trick pen. Let ns 


snppose that a gentleman is seated at his 
desk and is busily writiiiK when a neigh- 
bor comes m, and lie jokingly challenges 
the latter to try to forgo bis.signature. He 
hands the pen to his friend, who attempts 
to wnto. Immediately there is an explo- 
sion and the paper receives a big ink blot. 
The writer is apt to be surprised by the 
report, which is like a pistol shot, and, if 
a timid person, is apt to bo frightened. 
Tile noise comes from the pen itself, as it 
is so constructed that it can be loaded and 
shot off at will. The person in the secret 
can handle the pen with safety, buo the 
poor unfortunate will experience a rather 
unexpected shock to his nerves when lio 
attempts to write with it. 


Tho upper part of the penholder into 


which an ordinary writing pen is thrust 
workrf on a pivot about half way down its 
length. 
This separate part is provided 


with only half a bottom, in order that it 
may engage the conical head of a piston 
rod which ends in a plunger, which sets 
off the cap secured in the bottom of the 
penholder. The normal position of the 
plunger is against the cap of the bolder, 
but it can be raised by rne.ins of a project- 
ing pin riveted to the rod and passing 
through a slot cut in the sida of tbe lower 
part oi the holder. Xow, the closed half of 
the bottom of the pivoted end enters a 
notch caused by the conical head of the 
plunger, and tho plunger with its fpring 
is cocked, as ic were, by means of the pro- 
jecting pin and is held in place by the bot- 
tom ot the pivoted section. When tho pen 
is piesied to tho paper, the pivoted section 
swings ou tho pivot, releasing the plunger, 
which is torcud down on the explosive cap 
by the spring.—^eienuflc American.

CLEVER SCHEMES BY WHICH JEW- 


ELERS HAVE PEEN DUPED, 


One Swindler Who Could Hake Gen- 


uine Sapphire* and Another Who 
Could Produce Gold From- Copper 
and Silver—A Priuce'a Preaent. 


Some time ago a quietly dressed man 


entered the shop of a famous Parisian dia- 
mond merchant and requested to see the 
proprietor. On his wish being granted, he 
draw from his pockut a little packet of 
blue gams and jspread them before the 
jeweler, asking for a candid opinion upon 
their merits.. 


"Snpphires!" exclaimed the jeweler. 


"Very fine ones. Do you wish to sell 
them?" 


"Bo you wish to buy them and as ninny 


others as I can make?" returned the vis- 
itor quietly. 


"Make! I don't follow you!" 
"I made those sapphires, but I defy yon 


to discover a flaw in them," explained tho 
visitor, with gome show of pride, nnd he 
went on to state he had discovered a meth- 
od of inakLag, not sham gems, but real 
ones. 


The jeweler was incredulous; tho gems 


before him were unquestionably genuine. 


"Well, I'll let you have that lot for 50 


francs," replied the inventor, ''and I can 
make you any number you like at 5 francs 
each, and you must know that they aro 
worth from 40 to 80 francs each. The fact 
is, I want you to enter into partnership 
with me for the manufacture and sale of 
these gems, I'll manufacture, and you 
can sail, and in thin way we can work in 
secret arid sooop tho market." 


The bated breath of the dealer in prfeious 


stones v,as fairly taken out of his body by 
this noble offer, and he, having bought the 
sapphires at the price asked, said he would 
think the matter over and give his do- 
oision if the inventor would call next day, 
and tho inventor departed. 


No sooner had he gone than the dealer 


rushed to his testing room and put hia 
newly acquired sapphires to every possible 
test. What could it mean? They were 
undoubtedly real! How could ho suspect 
a fraud when the seller had parted with 
them for less than a ten th part of their 
rough value? No, his fortune was made. 


A few days later ho visited tho labora- 


tory of his scientific visitor and had some 
genuine sapphires manufactured while ha 
waited. That clinched the matter. Thirty 
hours after i:o r-ignecl a deed of partnership 
with the scientist, paid over the sum of 
£8,000 in hard cash as first installment of 
the £30,000 which was the price of half 
the socrot. 


INost morning the scientist left his abode 


with £8,000 on his person, smiling grimly 
as he looked for the last time round his 
ostentatious laboratory, chuckling at the 
thought of how he had set a sprat to catch 
a whale—that is, 500 francs' worth of gen- 
nine sapphires for 8,000 genuine sover- 
eigns! 


The idea of manufacturing genuine 


precious stones nnd niecals at a coat which 
admits of a profit being made is a notion 
offering such boundless fortunes to any 
one who oould invent the process that 
even tho most wary business men have 
been defrauded 
by persons who have 


claimed ability to work the wonder. Prob- 
ably the majority of such fraudulent 
schemes have been in connection with 
either the making of gold from some other 
mineral or minerals or of extracting gold 
in paying quantities from sources where 
it exists in the most minute quantities— 
for example, the oceans. But one of the 
most audacious and at tho same time 
successful of such swindles was perpetrated 
in Austria a few years since. 


A self styled scientist stated that he had 


discovered a process by which an admix- 
ture of silver and copper could be turned 
into two-thirds ite weight of the purest 
gold that oould be discovered, and as the 
process was remarkably inexpensive and 
the admixture was 2% of copper with 1% 
of silver the scheme smacked of fortunes 
parallel only to national debts. This mar- 
velous scheme was put before some of tha 
wealthiest dealers in precious stones and 
metals, who were previously bound under 
a penalty not to disclose any of the secrets 
of the process. 


Demonstrations of certain portions of 


tho process vpere iiiade privately before 
each of the*gentlemen who had been gen- 
erously invited to become rich by the 
scheme, and BO cleverly were these demon- 
strations made that the pseudo scientist 
had but little difficulty in persuading eight 
men of wealth to form a secret and select 
eyndioate to work his process. 
With a 


view to improving his inventons, the sci- 
entist occupied in making further experi- 
ments all the time which was necessary 
for him to get in his victims' investments, 
and then he proved how money making 
his scheme was by eloping with nearly 
£10,000. 


A well dressed gentleman walked into a 


Vienna jewelry establishment on one 
occasion and requested the manager to 
send an assortment of diamond necklaces 
and bracelets to Count Something or other 
at one of the best hotels in the town dur- 
ing the course of the day. The manager, 
who easily recognized in his customer the 
personality of one of the first princes in 
Germany, replied, with an urbanity which 
might 
have melted the selfsame dia 


monds, tbat the esteemed'order should be 
complied with. He not unnaturally con- 
cluded that the prince was traveling in- 
cognito, for there oould be no question as 
to who Count Something or other really 
was. 


The jewels were taken to the count's 


hotel later in the day by the manager 
himself, who could not do honor enough 
to the royal customer. During the exami- 
nation of the jewels the manager let out 
that he detected the count's identity, 
whereupon the latter professed Intense 
annoyance and begged the manager to be 
discreet, as he particularly desired his 
presence in Vienna to be absolutely secret. 
He had come unattended with that ex- 
press intention. Finally, after much in- 
decision, he selected 30,000 francs' worth 
of jewelry, which he directed should be 
seat round to the flat of a then famous 
singer, bearing no indication of whence it 
emanated beyond being tied up in a par- 
ticular way.

THE LESSONS AND 
METHODS OF 


LONG AGO DAYS. 


\Vhen H:e Rod Wns Not Spared 


JoUK tils Boy Sometime* 
the Tecelier"—The Spell- 


ing Sc-o mid "Speaking Piec«»." 


Chance and chimgo may have brought 


into your life things of which you dream- 
rd not when yon were a child. Destiny 
may haio sant you drifting hither and 
thither i'ar from the land of your birth, 
you may have forgotten many of tha events 
and the coir.pauions of your childhood, 
but you have not forgotten, nor will you 
ever forget, the littla old schoolhonse to 
which you trtiJged for your first day's 
"schooling." 


You were told to be sure and say that 


you were "4 a-goin on to 5," or perhaps 
you W3r8 "6 a-goin on to 6," and it was 
solemnly impressed upon you that you 
must not; whisper nor make the least noise 
in school. 1'our blood was chilled by the 
information that the teacher would "whip 
you if you did not behave." 
Tho rod was 


not spared in those d»ys, and it sometimes 
happened that the boy who was whipped 
at school "got another one" when his dis- 
grace bacaaifi known at home. The rod 
was lie!* in such virtue by some parents 
that it was bslieved that a boy "never got 
a lick amiss." There was so much injunc- 
tion in this theory that it was not to be 
wondered at that large boys sometimes 
rose up in furious rebellion and ''licked 
the teacher." The perceptions of children 
ara acute, and they knew very well when 
a teachar was unjust and rejoiced exceed- 
ingly whan a petty tyrant was vanquished" 
by some plucky and muscular boy verging 
on toward manhood. 


The rural ichoolhouso of long ago had 


nona of the appointments of the school- 
room of today. There were no "patent 
desks," and *b8 teacher might be grateful 
if he had a chair or a desk of any kind for 
his own use. The pupils sat on rough 
wooden forms, and if they had desks they 
were of the rudest description. 
When 


they practiced writing, they stood before a 
long shelf against tha wall and tried with 
painstaking efforts to follow the copy set 
by the teacher. It pften happened that 
the teaoh'er was but,,an indifferent writer, 
but it was Ms duty to "sat the copy," no 
natter how poor his own writing might! 
be. A favorite copy was, "Matiy men of 
many minds, many birds of many kinds," 
the frequent repetition of the letter''m" 
making this an easy copy to follow. "This 
is a spec! ruea ef handwriting,'' was anoth- 
er favorite oepy. Frequently a moral 
truth was set forth in the copy, and tha 
pupil would ba bidden to write, "Be vir- 
tuous and you will be happy," or "Hon- 
esty is tbe besf-policy." 


Sometimes a professional writing mas- 


ter would appear and organize an evening 
class in writing In the schoolhonse. These 
writing masters oould draw most wonder- 
ful birds, aad their writing was character- 
ized by the mos* bewildering flourishes 
and tbe broadest shading of which the 
pen WHB capable. 


But to return to the regular routine of 


the school. As the pupils varied in age 
front 5 to 20 years and there was but one 
teacher no attempt was made to grade 
them. The little boys and girls who were 
ia the "A B C" class recited first. They 
would stand In a line or gather around 
the teacher, who would point to "A" and 
the children would drawl out "A." 
Then 


they said "B" and "C," and soon through 
the alphabet. Then they were sant to 
their seats to sit and dangle their logs un- 
til noon. Aahildwbo "learned his lot- 
/ters" in six months jjf this sort of teach- 
ing was regarded as "i\'ght smart," and 
he was advanced to the primer class to 
wrestle with such sentences as "Is It a ' 
dog?" and "It is a dog."

At its close the young fellows would clus- 
ter at the door, waiting to "beau the girla 
home." There would be great hilarity 
when somo of the boys "got the mitten." 


A part of every Friday afternoon was 


given up to "liiorary exercises," when the 
pupils -'spoke pieces" and recited dia- 
logues. Some of tho larger pupils wrote • 
essays, but few of them were willing to 
undertake this. 
"Mary Had a Littlo 


Lamb" was thu most popular "piece." 
Sometimes -twonld bo spoken four or live 
timus in ono afternoon. ''Twinklo, Twin- 
kle, Lift b Star" and "I Lovo to See .-iLit- 
tle l>jg" -\\ero next in favor. 
The larger 


pupils offrfii spoke "iSlngen on tho Rhine" 
nnd ''The Seipinole's Koply." Sometimes 
tho largar boys would recite "Spartaous to 
tho Glaciiators" and "Rienzi to tho Ro- 
mans" with terrific forco and wild gestic- 
ulation. I have seen members of tho "A 
B C" chs3 turn pale nnd fall to trembling 
whin soiiio of thosa lusty young orators 
would roar out, "Today I killed a man in 
the arena!'1 


Tiiera were dialogues in which the speak- 


ers desired to be flowers and boes and but- 
tartlies, but in the end they would pro- 
claim in chorus that 


It is better far 
To bo what we are. 


Having come to this wiso conclusion, 


they v?ould return to their scats giggling 
Binl tittering, or some of them would be- 
fomo so overwhelmed with embarrassment 
that they would hide their faces in thoir 
aprons or in their bnoks. It not infre- 
quently happened that a big boy would 
stalk boldly and briskly forward when his 
name was called and begin his '-piece" in 
a manner almost brazen in its boldness, 
but en'ding in a flood of tears, entirely un- 
able to complete the recitation. Visitors 
frequently came in to hear their "literary 
performances." 
This put the pupils on 


their mettle, and they "showed off" to the 
best of their ability. It was n.11 very crude, 
anil the system of teaching was very im- 
perfect, but the fact remains that many of 
the men who have made their mark in the 
world have had co education but that ac- 
quired in the country schoolhouse of long 
ago.—.T. L, Harbour in Detroit Free Press.

Boston, Jan. 1Q.—John B. Morrison, a 


letter carrier of New Bedford, was yes- 
terday «entenced to so month* in the 
New Bedford Jail by Judge Lowell In the 
United States circuit court, the charge 
being larceny of money from letters. 
Morrison took letters from boxes as- 
signed to carriers on other routes with 
the view of diverting suspicion. 


Washington, Jan. 10. — The great 


speech of Senator Hoar of Massachu- 
setts was the event of the day in Wash- 
ington. It was a historic occasion in tha 
senate. There was something impres- 
cive and almost solemn in the spectacle 
of the venerable, white-haired senator, 
pleading in defense of the principles of 
the country in opposition to the policy 
of the party with which he has all his life 
been identified. 


It really looked an epoch-making occa- 


sion. Not probably since the days of 
slavery has such an important constitu- 
tionaJ question come up, and this, to- 
get'.ier with Senator Hoar's fame as an 
orator and prestige as a statesman, was 
sufficient to crowd the senate chamber. 


He was listened to with breathless at- 


tention. Even senators, who are often 
indifferent, no matter who is speaking, 
hung upon his every word. He seemed 
to realize that it was cne of the great- 
est events of his career, and the speech 
was one of the best he evep- delivered, 
It was one of the greatest heard in the 
senate for many years. The following 
is an outline of the speech: 


Mr. Hoar said that our fathers, who 


framed the constitution, were the wisest 
builders of states the world has yet seen. 
They had studied ancient history and 
had learned that while there is little else 
that a democracy cannot accomplish it 
cannot rule over vassal states or sub- 
ject peoples without bringing the ele- 
ments of death into Us own constitution. 
Our fathers, he said, learned two lessons 
from the history of Greece—the danger 
of disunion and domestic strife and an 
indulgence in the greed and lust of em- 
pires—and he hoped we might avert the 
latter danger as we had averted the for- 
mer. In this connection, he quoted Pro- 
fessor Creasy as saying, in his "Fifteen 
Decisive Battles of the World:" "There 
has never been a republic yet in history 
that acquired dominion over another na- 
tion that did not rule it selfishly and op- 
pressively. There Is no single exception 
to this rule either in ancient or modern 
times." 


Mr. Hoar believed, he said, this coun- 


try to be a nation—a sovereign nation. 
He believed congress possessed all the 
powers necessary to accomplish the 
great objects the framers of the consti- 
tution intended should be accomplished. 
But he denied that it possessed the 
"astonishing" and "extravagant" powers 
under the constitution which the sena- 
tor from Connecticut (Mr. Platt) attri- 
buted to it. 


Mr. Hoar then quoted Mr. Platt as sajr- 


Ing: "As to every matter the United 
States as,a nation possesses sovereign 
power, except only where »overeignty 
has been reserved to the states and the 
people." 


And again, "as a nation it possesses 


every sovereign power not reserved in 
its constitution to'the states or to the 
people. The right- to acquire territory 
was not reserved, 'and la therefore an 
Inherent sovereign right. In the right 
to acquire territory is found the right to 
govern it and as the right to acquire is 
a sovereign, inherent right, the right to 
govern is a sovereign right not limited 
in the constitution." 


These propositions of Mr. Platt, Mr. 


Hoar expressly den«d. He affirmed that 
every constitutional power is .limited to 
the one supreme and controlling pur- 
pose declared in the constitution itself, 
"in order to form a more perfect union, 
establish justice, insure domestic tran- 
quility, provide for the common defense, 
promote the general welfare and secure 
the blessings of liberty to ourselves and 
to our posterity." 


When the senator from Connecticut un- 


dretakes to declare, said Mr. Hoar, that 
we may do such things not for the per- 
fect union, the common defense, the gen- 
eral welfare of the people of th« United 
States, or the securing of liberty to our- 
selves and our children, 'but for any 
fancied or real obligation to take care of 
distant peoples beyond our boundaries, 
not people of the United States, then I 
deny his proposition and tell him that 
he can find nothing either in the text of 
the constitution or the exposition of the 
fathers, or the judgment of courts from 
that day to this, to warrant or support 
his doctrines. 


In support of his interpretation of the 


constitution, Mr. Hoar cited numerous 
authorities, among them Charles Sum- 
ner, Justice Matthews and Justice Brew- 
er. He then appealed to senators who 


i are hesitating a? to what their action 


upon the question of expansion may be 
—"the greatest question that has ever 
been or ever wlrt be put to them in their 
lives, the question, not of a year or of a 
congress, not of a generation, not of a 
century.but a question pertaining rather 
to the great period of a national life"— 
not to commit themselves in principle 
to such a policy by supporting the peace 
treaty and then say they will consider 
hereafter how they will act under it. 
"When you raise the flag over the Phil- 
ippine Islands a.s an emblem of dominion 
and acquisition you take it down from 
Independence hall." 


Mr. Hoar dwelt with emphasis up- 


on the large increase in national expen- 
diture which the policy of expansion ad- 
vocated by Mr. Platt would entail, plac- 
ing the amount at $150,000,000 annually. 


He argued that the adoption of Mr. 


Platt'a doctrine would reduce wag"es, in- 
crease taxation, place an armed soldier 
on the back of workingmen and by tfie 
act of the government every American 
dignity would be dishonored and his 
nianhood discrowned. 
'

In conclusion Mr. Hoar said he could 


not ng^ee that the lesson of our flrgt hun- 
dred v-»ars Is that the declaration of ih- 
efopen^-'nee and the constitution are a 
failure and that America is to begin the 
20th century where Spain began the 16th 


The Monroe doctrine is gone. Everj 


Europ-ntn nation, every European alii 
ance has the right to acquire dominioi 
in this hemisphere when we acquire it 
the other. 


It may be, he thought, that in a tei 


pest of popular delusion a cloud ml?, 
for the moment cover the great truths < 
our declaration. He had encountered sue 
storms in hi* experience, but the cloui 
had pasetd and the sunshine had cot 
again. 


Mr. President, this «pa*m of folly ar

"Washington, Jan. 10.— Secretary Wil- 
son has directed Chemist Wiley of the 
department oil agriculture to purchase 
canned meat in the open market here, 
the products of the concerns which fur- 
nished it to the government during the 
war, and to make analysis of the cans' 
contents to determine if they were treat- 
ed by chemicals. The inquiry is now in 
progress and prompt publicity will be 
given the results. Department officials 
are confident that the beef as furnished 
under the contracts was wholesome ana 
pure, basing this confidence on the thor- 
ough investigation the government in- 
spectors make.

Photoemphlo Experiment* 


With the Uui.mii Retina. 


Under tho title of "In Dead Eyes" an 


evening contemporary recently mada a 
statement which carries its own confuta- 
tion with it. It is to *ho effect that a 
physician and ar-thusidsdo photographer, 
being desirous of testing the amount of 
truth in the theory that dead ayes rarain 
complete images, had carefully examined 
the eyes of hundreds of dead people, and, 
though he and never seen anvthing like a 
distinct picture mirrored, he hacl certainly 
distinctly traced both letters and objects 
on the iris of the eye, and that when the 
photographic test was applied these images 
became visible 
In one ctise a capital let- 


ter of peculiar form was shown which 
could be traced to a Testament held in the 
hands shortly before death 
In another 


case a numorul was distinctly pictured 
which was traced to a clock face iu the 
room 
The article in question continues. 


"The chief scientific paper of France only 
the other day gave full particulars of a 
oasa where a woman Tho died in one of 
the hospitals had two numbers, 10 and 45 
mirrored in the iris of her eyes." 


These absurd stories originate in the 


well known experiments of Kuhne on the 
visual purple of the retina, in tne course 
of which he showed that by making special 
arrangomancs the crossbars of a window 
focused on the retina could be brought 
into relief The enthusiastic photographer, 
if he be not misquoted, ought to have 
known thnt no well defined images of the 
external world are oast upon the iris, and 
none therefore could be preserved 
The 


surface of the iris is far too uneven to act 
as a mirror 
Moreover, HS no arrange- 


ments were made to prevent the further 
action of light after deuth, they would if 
formed be certainly obliterated as the 
image on a photographic plate would be 
if permanently exposed 
The only mode 


in which an image impressed on the retina 
could be rendered visible would be to 
adopt the method of Kuhne—viz, by ex 
posing the eye previously kept in the dark 
for a minute or two to an illuminated ob- 
ject, then extirpating it, opening it and 
immediately plunging it into a solution 
of alum 
The image develops in the 


course of 24 hours.—London Lancet.

property of Mary B. Bornso of that 
city. "The girl said she was guilty of 
hiring the team, but she did not hire 
it for the purpose of selling it, and 
pleaded no* guilty to the charge of 
larceny. Mildred is the young woman 
who hired a team at Peter Gebo's 
stable two weeks ago, which has since 
been traced to Vermont, where she 
was arrested last week in company 
with two young men. Mr. -ebo's trip 
to Brattleboro turned out better than 
was anticipated, for when the girl was 
released by the Vermont authorities, 
he succeeded in securing her consent 
to return to Springfield, as she did not 
expect to be turned over to the police 
when she arrived. Mr. Gebo came in 
with her on the "owl" train and at 
once placed her in Charge of Mrs. Mai- 
lory at the police station. 


The woman is the one who was ar- 


rested by Chief Kendall and Captain 
Dineen on Wiley mountain Friday 
night She was with the two men who 
confessed to stealing a horse from 
Brattleboro. 


She told considerable in court about 


her career, claiming Greenfield as her 
birthplace and Belchertown and Lev- 
ereit as her more recent homes. In 
the latter place she stated that she 
kept house for a'widower, staying until

family of children. The night before 
she went to Springfield, she says, she 
went to a masquerade ball with the 
two men now in Vermont and the 
following day they drove to that city.

A mwrttil DISASTER, 


Thirteen Persons Killed In Head-On 


Collision 011 Lehigli Valley Koad, 


Excursion and Local Crashed 


Into One Another. 


Passengers In One Heavily Laden Coach 


Either Killed or Injured. 


New York, Jan. 10.—Thirteen persons 


killed outright and 25 or more injured is 
the record of a headon collision between 
two passenger trains of the Lehigh Val- 
ley railroad at West Dunellen, N. J., at 
12:47 p. m. yesterday. 


Theacen«s which accompanied the col- 


lision, the sufferings of the injured and 
the panic that reigned among the 400 
passengers wert well nigh indescribable. 
The blood-stained wreck of tangled and 
twisted iron and wood that is still on the 
railroad tracks bears witness to the truth 
of the g-eneral verdict of railroad men 
that this was one of the worst collisions 
in recent years. 


A headon collision on a double tra«k 


road was only made possible by a freig-ht 
wreck which occurred at Bound Brook 
at 6 o'clock yesterday morning, when 
the axle of a freight car broke and nine 
cars were piled on top of each other. 
This completely blocked the east-bound 
track, and all through the mornins 
Lehigh Valley trains bound for New 
York switched from their own track to 
the west-bound, track, going- over these 
i ails from Bound Brook to Newmarket, 
a distance of six miles, and changing at 
the latter place back to their right side 
of the road. To permit this mode of 
traffic all -nest-bound trains were held 
at South Plamfield until their own line 
was clear of trains going in the opposite 
direction, 


Train No. 20 which leftShamokin, »r 


at 7 a. m. was so heavy with humar 
freight that it had to be broken into thref 
sections. The first two sections arrived 
at Bound Brook, switched over to the 
other track, switched back at New- 
market and reached New York in safety 
The third section of this train was al- 
most an hour late. Its seven cars were 
crowded v\ ith 400 excursionists, most oi 
them from Mount Carmel and Shamokin 
Ma'honey City, Hazelton, Ashland and 
Pottsville, Pa. The party was traveling 
under the auspices of the business men's 
excursion, an annual affair which many 
patronize for a three days' visit to New 
York. Not a few of the 
excursionists 


u-ere coming to witness the 
McCoy- 


Sharkey fight. Their train switched over 
at Bound Brook and proceeded, like the 
preceding sections, on the west-bound 
track. 


Meanwhile there had been waiting at 


Newmarket a local train that plies 
reg-ularly between New xork and Bound 
Brook. It was due in Bound Brook at 
11:59 a. m. Owing to the traffic aJl going 
on one track, it was almost an hour late. 
\t last the tram dispatcher at South 
Plainfleld gave it permission to go. Just 
ipfore reaching West Dunellen Engineer 
tick slowed his train down, because the 
-ain stops there for passengers if there 
re any. Martin Brennan, the signal 
lan, threw up his arms and waved them, 
s if to say there were no passengers, so 
he local pat on steam and headed round 
he curve, going: at about 25 miles an 
our. 
There were only four passengers 


n the local. 
In the cab of the excursion train engine 
.'S James Prendergast, engineer, with 
is fireman, George Cheshire. They saw 
he local as it started on the curve. 
Vith shrieking whistle and brakes 
rrinding sparks from the wheels the ex- 
,ursion train bore down to what seemed 
certain destruction. The passengers, 
alarmed at the continued whistling-, 
opened the windows; mothers clasped 
their children in their arms, men started 
from their seats, but before they had 
time to find out what was the matter 
Lhey were hurled headlong, knocked 
senseless and many killed outright. 


The two engines, now pllotless, for 


both crews had Jumped, came together 
with an awful crash. The excursion train 
;vas probably going at about 15 miles an 
hour. The local engine turned" & com- 
plete somersault and 
came crashing- 


down beside its now demolished ob- 
struction. But its career was not ended 
before it had jumped the tender of the 
excursion train engine almost from one 
snd to the other of the first car from 
Shamokin. The tender stopped a few 
»eats from the rear door. The car, or 
what was le<t of It, rolled over, carrying 
with it the Imbedded tender, the frag- 
ments of a dozen bodies and the Im- 
prisoned wounded who had been carried 
with the jagged iron on its relentless 
course through the coach. 


It was in this first car of th* excursion 


train that all of the death* and moat of 
the casualties occurred. The other car*, 
though their occupants were 
badly 


shaken, stayed on the track. The bag- 
gage car In the front of the local train 
was damaged, but with the exception of 
the two engines and the first ear of the 
excursion train, none of the can were so 
badly impaired that they could not t» 
hauled off.

The injured 
were put in th« cars of the local train. 
Twenty-one were taken to 
Plainfield 


hospital, while the less seriously injured 
went on to Jersey City and New York. 


The loss of life inflicted upon his tram 


would probably have been nothing like 
what it was had it not been for the fact 
that at Mauch Chunk the baggage car 
Of the excursion train was found tohav* 
• hot box and was taken off, thus leaving 
the crowded day coach next to the en- 
gine. If this coach had retained the 
position it h«M when the train left 
Shamokin probably only a few lives 
would have been lost.

municipal organization of a big city Ilka 
this ho believed tho students would profit 
most by being told about it by a man who 
had studied the questions presented as Dr. 
Tolman has. A friend of the writer who 
attended some of the lectures in Ithaca 
said yesterday that no lectures of the pres- 
ent winter secru to have aroused so much 
enthusiasm as those of Dr. Tolman, and 
this is consMered an especially encourag- 
ing fact by the faculty. 


"What the Leasrne I* Doing-. 


In a certain sense the League For Social 


Service may be properly spoken of as a 
clearing house in practical philanthropy. 
The notion of such an organization began 
to turn uself in Mr. Tohnan's inind when 
ho was general agent of the Association 
For Improving the Condition of the Poor. 
Man and women with schemes for mak- 
ing life pleasanter for the working masses 
were continually calling upon him and 
asking his advice. 
Often be found the 


eihctue good, but the idea old. Thue, one 
caller presented a plan already in uae by 
the salvage corps of the Salvation Army 
in London. Another proposed apian prac- 
tically identical with that of university 
extension, and so on. 


When he was ready to relinquish the 


general agency of the Association For Im- 
proving the Condition of the Poor, Mr. 
Tolman detenrined to found an institu- 
tion that should be of value to all these 
seekers after a way to help those who 
needed help, end Dr. Josiab Strong, the 
author of "Our Country," who had been 
working with the Evangelical alliance, 
decided to join the new scheme. 
Dr. 


Strong is one of those clergymen who 
realize that some attention must be paid 
to the material nature of man if be is 
greatly to be benefited spiritually. He 
worked somewhat along that line while 
connected with the alliance, but though 
its supporters admire and indorse Dr. 
Strong, they do not wish to go quite eo 
far in that particular direction as be does, 
and be felt that be could be of greater 
value through new connections than 
through the old ones. Since the forma- 
tion of the league Dr. Strong and Mr. Tol- 
man have been-working bard, and today 
their lecture bureau* their information 
bureau, their leaflet publication depart- 
ment and all the other divisions of leagu* 
work are well in hand. 


Some League Event*. 


The interest taken in league work by 


various persons of some consequence in 
the important affairs of life has been most 
gratifying to both gentlemen. One of the 
league's most enthusiastic admirers, Mr. 
Louis Stolber of this city, has just found- 
ed a branch to be known as the Waring 
League For Social Service, the members of 
which are nearly or quite ~11 exceedingly 
clever young Germans who are beginning 
to see that they HI list study practical prob 
lems for themselves if they are to pro- 
duce practical results. 


On Jan. 9 a New Yorker of some wealtu 


who is much intereF 
in tha entire 


scheme purposes giviui! a dinner to the 
committee of direction and the advisory 
council, the latter of which bodies, it will 
bo remembered, includes two Methodist 
bishops, two Protesiant Episcopal bishops 
and a lot of other brilliant lights in church 
and literary circles and the world of af- 
fairo. Addresses will be made by several 
of the eminent men present at the func- 
tion, and messages are expected from uuch 
foreign luminaries as James Bryoe, au- 
thor of "The American Commonwealth;" 
the Rev. Canon Gore of London, the 
Bon. Horace Porter, United States am- 
bassador to France, etc. 


William E. Dodge, the millionaire phi- 


lanthropist, has volunteered tdgive $1,000 
a year for three years to carry on the gen- 
eral work of the league, and Mr. and Mrs. 
V. Everett Macy of this city hare contrib- 
uted $300 for the support of the lecture 
bureau, which of all the league's activities 
appeals most to them. These are among 
the larger contributions received so far, 
but the league's friends look for more as 
soon as its scope is better understood by 
broad minded, liberal persons of wealth 
throughout the land. It is the notion of 
the league workers that many wealthy 
men and women are looking for ways to 
invest their raono.v along league lines, and 
of course contributions from such persons 
will be gladly received, since the more 
money there is in hand the more effective- 
ly can its work be performed. As a mat- 
ter of fo,ct, the league wants $15,000 in 
cold cosh each year, and hopes to get it. 
Its workers think $15,000 a small sum 
when the object for which it is organized 
is borne in mind. An Insignificant sum, 
in fact, when compared with the $1,500,- 
000 recently put np on the other side of 
the water by Baron Iveagb, the Guinness 
Stout man, lor the fighting of physical 
disease.

Here is a paragraph,, descriptive of ft 


sample bit of league work: 


Up at One Hundred and Third street 


on the east side there is a workingmen's 
club, connected with what is known as 
the Union Settlement. Of late its mem- 
bers have not been much interested in 
their work, and the managers of the Set- 
tlement went to the league to gat an idea. 
They suggested that ten of the brightest 
men in the club be asked to write a lecture 
on street cleaning, each taking a part of 
the work; the composite lecture to be il- 
lustrated by lantern slides, showing the 
street cleaning department of the city In 
operation as conducted by the late Colonel 
Waring.

One of the standing pillars of stone, 


"The Stones of Stenes," in the Orkney 
islands, seems to have had a romantic 
history. 


Through the upper part a round bolt 


was cut, through which it is presumed 
the sacrificial victim was tied, but in 
later times it was put to other uses. 
Hither many pair of lovers resorted and 
by joining hands through this ring 
plighted their troth forever—a pledge of 
love which was to them as sacred as a 
marriage vow. 


The Scottish Society of Antiquarians 


gives the following explanation of the 
ceremony: 


"When the parties had agreed to mar- 


ry, they repaired to the Temple of the 
Moon, where the woman, in the pres- 
ence of the man, fe.ll down on her kneea 
and prayed to the god whom they ad- 
dressed on this occasion that he would 
enable her to perform all the promises 
and obligations she had made and wa» 
to make to the young man present. 


"After which they both wpnt to the 


Temple of the Sun, where the man 
prayed in like manner before the wo- 
man. 


"They then went to the stone of Odin, 


and, the man being on one side and the 
woman on thp other, they took hold of 
each other's right hand through the 
hole in it and swore to be constant and 
faithful to each other."

this stone of Odin, and when visiting it 
were in the habit of depositing a pres- 
ent of bread and cheese or a rag.

Sheriff O'Brien of Adams and told Mrr 
that George Perkins of Cheshire hart 
nearly been killed by Seraphim Volk 
A warrant was sworn out for Volk's 
arrest and as ft was believed he had 
come to Adams the Adams police were 
notified to keep a sharp lookout for 
the man. He was well described and 
•is a result soon after the warrant was 
issued Officer John Ford of Adams ar- 
rested Voik on Center street in Adams. 
'Te was placed In the police station. 


The story of the affair seems to be 


'hat Perkins and Volk have adjoining 
farms in East Cheshire, close to Wind- 
sor. 
There has been a bad feeling be- 


tween the men for some time over a 
dispute about a boundary line. 


Monday Mr. Perkins drove his horse 


and sleigh to a wood lot to g-et some 
u-ood. Volk was in the lot chopping 
when Perkins arrived. Both claimed 
the title of the wood and land. Per- 
kins says that Volk came at him with 
an axe and threatened to kill him. 
Perkins claims that he warded off the 
blows with a stick of wood but the axe 
glanced and cut a bad gash In the left 
side of Perkins head. 
The blow 


felled Perkins and Volk is said to have 
left him there. 


After a while Perkins got on his team 


and the horse started home. The man 
was unconscious when he arrived at 
his house. Dr. Phillips of Cheshire 
was called and dressed the wound. It 
was feared at first that the injury 
would prove fatal but Mr. Perkins has 
regained consciousness. 


In court at Adams this morning Volk 


was charged with assault with intent 
to kill. The case was continued until 
Wednesday morning and Volk is under 
$600 bonds. He has retained Lawyer 
Thomas F. Cassidy as his counsel.

Tear's night for the escapade at the 
Cheshire Inn in Cheshire were also in 
court at Adams this morning on the 
continued case for assault with intent 
to kill.

The marksman's Badge. 


Colonel Clark has issued to the cap- 


tains of the Second regiment the fol- 
lowing order, which he received from 
Adjutant-General Dalton. The order 
>s issued upon recommendation of the 
acting inspector-general of rifle prac- 
tice. The militiamen will be given a 
marksmen's badge of special design, 
made in bronze: "The greater part of 
the Massachusetts volunteer militia 
having been mustered into the United 
States service during the past year, 
they have been prevented from re- 
qualifying as marksmen in their re- 
spective classes. In order that they 
may not be deprived of the decoration 
for the year 1898, they will be issued 
us follows: 
To every officer and en- 


listed man who qualified with the rifle 
in 1897, and who entered the United 
States service, a special bronze medal 
will be issued fior them. 
Men who 


qualified in 1897 and being on a fur- 
lough 
had no opportunity for rifle 


practice, will be allowed a decoration 
for 1898 as well as one for 1899, pro- 
viding they are requalified in their own 
class during the season ending Octo- 
ber 31, 1899."
